Tents to ease 
jail crowding 
in Twin Falls

TWIN FALLS - Some inmates will 
soon be sleeping. outside the Twin Falls 
County Jail in two olive drab army tents 
to relieve crowding in the jail. 

“It is an emergency, and 1 felt that we 
need to have some type of emergency, 
housing,” Sheriff Wayne Touslcy. said 
Monday. 

The tents, on loan from the National 
Guard, can house up to 40 inmates. They

194 inmates. Thirteen of them were tak- 
en to the Bingham County Jail. 

In August, the county will replace the 
tents with two “trailer" houses - a single 
and a double-wide. 

Only low-risk offenders and inmates 
who work outside the jail during th^ day - 
will be allowed to sleep in the tents. 
Tousley said. Video cameras monitored 
by jailers will roll as the inmates sleep 
on their metal bunk beds, he saidi 
The tents are being built inside the se- 
curity rence facing the northeast sid'c of 
the brick jail buildings. Unlike camping 
tents; they require a wooden skeleton 
frame and wooden platform .- the heavy 
canvas will be draped over the structure. 
Another aluminium fence will be built 
■around the tents as an extra security 
measure. Tousley said. 

“They are not going to' be allowed to - 
roam that outside area,” Touslcy said. 
The tents will be built next to the build- 
ings so that inmates will enter them 
through a jail exit door, he said. 

Eating, laundry and activities will be / 
held inside the jail -'the tcnts will only 
be used at night. 

A licensed electrician will be hired to 
install lighting, Tousley said. Ada Coun- 
ty and Phoenix, Ariz., have been using 
tents to bouse inmates during warm 
weather, he said. .

Study: Grapefruit juice boosts 
power of anti-rejection drug 


' MIAMI (AP) — Organ transplant

* A new study, pa(4 for in part by the 
Florida Department of C(trus, found 
grepefhiit juice boosts the potency of 
the drug cyclosporine by os much as 
40 percent. Researchers said that the 
preliminary results on healthy adults 
..\vcre encouraging that but more study 
must be done on actual transplant 
patients. 

. “If you take grapefnjit Juice and it 
raises the blood level pf the drugs, then 
you'ean lower the dose of tho dnig to 
achieve the same cfTect,” said E>r. Gary 
Yee, associate pharmacy professor at 
Uie University of Florida. "In other 
{words, you get more batig for your 
buck." 


Yee, who led the research, said no 
one knows exactly how grapefruit 
juice boosts levels of cyclosporine in 
the blood, but it’s suspected that the 
chemicals that give the breakfast fruit 
its bitter taste keep enzymes in the 
small intestine from breaking down the 
drug before it reaches the bloodsueom. 

Yee warned that patients should not 
begin. tinkering with grapefruit juice 
and their medication. Transplant 
patients* daily cyclosporine must be 
individually tailored.

Cyclosporine, taken by most trans- 
plant patients, suppresses the immune 
system to prevent the body from reject- 
ing the new organ. 

For transplant patients; it is a life- 
long prescription at on annual cost of 


$S,000 to $10,000. Insurance rarely 
covers it all. 

' To offset the drug’s costs, some doc- 
tors prescribe additional drugs that 
increase cyclosporine in the blood- 
stream. Doctors can then cut the 
cyclosporine dosage, sometimes by up 
to 80 percent. 

But additional drugs increase the 
risk of side effects and require more 
pau'ent monitoring^. 

In the sHidy, -14 healthy- adults each 
drank 8 ounces of grapefruit julee, 
orange juice . and water with 
eyelosporine at different times over a 
four-week period. Orange juice and 
water produced no significant effects. 

Yee and fellow researchers arc .now 
trying to determine if drinking more 
grapefruit juice would boost 
eyelosporine in the bloodstream even 
more. '

History’s largest steamboat 
runs aground in Ohio River

- . HAWESVILLE.-Ky.-(AP) — The 
biggest river steamboat on record was 
mired in mud Monday on the Ohio 
River on its maiden voyage. 

Its big,paddlewheel and tow boats 
were unable to pull it away from a 
bonk and into deeper water. 

Plans were being mode to take some 
passengers ashore later in the day, said 
Coast Guard Chief Warrant Officer 
Charlie Kipouras. The huge-stern* 
whbeler’s fuel tanks were being emp- 
tied to lighten the boat. 

The 418-foot American Queen, 
bound from New Orleans to Pittsburgh 
for its inaugural cmise, was beach.cd on 
purpose Sunday for a photo session and 
then got stuck as the river level fell. It 
was sitdng close to shore about 130 river 
nu1es downstream from Louisville. 

The 436-pas^enger steamboat was 
not . in the river’s channel and was not 
impeding river traffic. The 28S invited 
guests — the first cruise for paying cus- 
tomers isn’t until next week — and 159 


crew members aboard the $65 million 
vessel were in no danger, ofEciols said 
However, the passengers,' mostly 
travel agents wd writers, were to ^ 
given the choice of going ashore at 
Troy, Ind., later Monday so they could 
keep up with their own schedules, 
Kipouras said. 

In the mewtime, passengers appar- 
ently were having a good time, c^ing 
out “We want more beet'’ to people on 
shore Monday morning, 

Late Sunday, water storage tanks 
. were drained to reduce the boat’s 
weight. This morning, crews worked to 
pump its 30,000 gallons of desel fuel 
onto a barge, Kipouras said.

Gorton backs media campaigiL 
on Northwest salmon recovery 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
. Slade Gorton offered to help orches- 
’ .(rate a media blitz with publie utili* 
; ties, the timber and aluminum indus* 
' tries, among others, to try to sway 
publie opinion about Northwest 
salmon recovery, a memo obtained 
Monday, shows. 

’ The Washington Republican’s 
chief of staff, Tony Williams, said 
in a. June 1 memo to the managers 
of the three mid-Columbia River 
. public utility districts that the pub- 
lic is under the mistaken impres- 
sion that ail salmon are about to go 
extinct . , -• 

“Changing that ' opinion, will 


require a focused public e,ducatlon 
' campaign eoniprjsed of direct moil, 
radio advertisements and a 'free 
media* effort,” Williams wrote in 
the memo obtained by The 
Associated Press. , 

“Free media” refers to newspaper 
and broadcast news reports. 

Williams told the utility leaders in 
the memo he was aware they h'ad 
conducted their own polling and had 
been advised by others “to en^gc in 
a pqblic education campaign on this 
issue. 

“The difference in what we’re 
suggesting is that you would be part 
of a targeted, focused,' region-wide 


communications effort. that was 
fdireeted by Senator Gorton and sup- 
portive' of a congressional initia- 
tive,” Williams wrote. 

“Ail we will be asking you tompr- 
row is to consider commilting’to i 
such a campaign, with your commit- 
ment being contingent on support 
also being provided by the timber 
companies, DSIs and other users of 
the river system,” he wrote. 

”DSIi” are the direct service 
industries, including the region’s' 
aluminum companies, who arc the 
. largest wholesale electric customers 
of the Bonneville Power 
Administration.

Navy discoiints claims 
study overlooked waste" 


. POCATELLO (AP) — A. top 
Navy official maintains a nuclear 
watchdog group misinterpreted 
infonnation when it concluded that 
the environmental study at.thc Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory 
failed to consider 90 tons of radioac-. 
live waste previously dumped there. 

“It’s categorically false," declared 
Rich Guida, o^ociate director of the 
U.S. Naval .Nuclear Propulsion 
Program. 

Chuck Brocious . of , the 
Environmental Defense Institute 
said a review of INEL documents 
indicated that 90 tons of the Navy’s 
spent nuclear fuel was dumped at 
-the sites Radioactive Waste 
Management Complex prior to 1980 
but has never been carried on waste 
inventories that list 261 tons of 
radioactive material now stored in 
.eastern Idaho. 

Brocious maintained that the find- 
ing raises serious questions about 
the adequacy ahd validity of the- 

MK awarded 
initial phase of 
smelter cleanup 

BOISE (AP) — Financially-trou- 
bled Morrison Knudsen Corp. has 
been awarded the opening phase of 
the environmental cleanup work at 
the Silver V&Hey's defunct Bunker 
Hill industrial complex. 

“Every contract is significant," . 
company President Robert Tinstman 
' said afrer Monday’s announcement 
that the one-time construction and 
engineering giant is beginning the ' 
six-year, SSO .million project. 

“This one is a part of the things that 
are very neccssaiy as wc clean up the 
mistakes of the past,” Tinstman said. 

The contract provides $2.5 million 
through the end of September for dis- 
mantling of the zinc rcflnety and lead 
smelter that were at the core of the 
operation blamed for widespread 
environmental damage in the Kellogg 
area. * 

-Tinsimnn-said the sccond-round-of-: 
stale-federal financing should total 
between $17 million and $28 million. 

It would focus on cleanup of toxic 
mine tailings in the immediate area. 
Corporote officials indicated opti- 
. mism that they eould secure the entire 
environmental resiomtion project that 
government olTiciols say eould cost . 
$115 million. 

Gov. Phil ' Bntt was at the 
onnouneement in what appeared to be 
a show of support for the 83-^ear-oid 
Boisc-bosed doipomtion that ts trying 
to work its way out of a sea of red ink 
left by the moncuverings of ousted 
Chairman William Agee. 

“MK has been an extremely valu- 
‘ able member of Idaho’s business 
community,” Batt said. “I believe 
there has been too much concentra- 
tion! on the problems and not enough 
on the very bright future I’m sure 
MK has. ...

It 
also includes contaminated tools, 
clothing and rags. 

And there are key differences 
between the types of radioactive 
material Brocious alleges arc buried 


at the site and the types that arc real- 
ly buried there, Gutda said. 

Spent fuel is both highly radioau- 
tive and contains lots of long-lived 
radioactivity. Federal safety stan- 
dards require the strictest disposal 
standards for it, meaning Idaho’s 
geology ik unsuitable for locating a 
spent fuel disposal site at INEL. ' 

Some of the radioactive waste the 
Navy has buried at lNEL;sincc The 
1950s was highly radioactive when 
buried but jnost was short-lived. That 
means most of its radioactivity decays 


within a few months orycag^'.flrean- 
ing fcdeml siandardffTIccmlNEL’s 
disposal site suitable for it. 


Guida admitted he did not know 
whether any Energy Department 
spent fuel was buried at the site. 
Department oilicials had no imme- 
diate response. 

But the state Attorney General's 
office is awaiting a written explana- 
tion from the government before 
deciding whether Brocious is right. 


Body stUl missing 
after canoe capsizes 


BOISE (AP) — Duane McCall 
was paddling across the Salmon 
River Thursday when his canoe 
was caught in a rapid and cap- 
sized. 

; j He had crossed the river to bor- 
row. life jackets from a neighbor. 
He never put one on himself. 

■' Only seven to 10 feet from a 
beach shore, McCall' slipped 
under the cold, fast river. His 
body ha&not been found. 

McCall, 39, was. believed to 
have drowned at the area known 
as Vinegar Creek, 16 miles cast 
of Riggins. 

Idaho County ofliclals tried to 
search for McColl’s body. But the 
wickedly fjut river makes naviga- 
tion diffleult and dangerous. 

“Visibility is so bad you could 
have a diver go down and be a 


foot away from (the body) and 
' not sec it.” said Bob Franzese pf 
Clarkston, Wash., owner and 
handler of Newfoundland dogs 
that arc part of Black Paw$, o 
national rescue, group. 

McCall's parents . — Claude 
"Bud" and Mclva McCall — nrc' 
considering using the dogs to try , 
to find their son’s body. Their; 
hope of finding him alive is slim,-' 
but letting go of it is hard. 

The water _was about 43 
degrees at the time of the acci- 
dent. Duane might have sue- . 
' cumbed to exhaustion and ; 
hypothermia. Bud McCall said.

"It was unsafe going down," Rabdau.

' Racers were nodffed of the change only 
about 100 yards from the top of the moun- 
tain, for too late for the pack to make up the 
36-second gap Baifey had opened wi& on 
aggressive climb. ' 

And so the New Zealand'rider, ncing for 
team Switzerland/Lea Electric, earned her 
first stage win. She finished the abbrevioted 


. 32.5-milc course in 1:53:02. 

“The climbing is my job,” said Bailey, 
appearing remarkably fresh immediately 
after the mce. ”We were really working, so i 
it wasn't too cold coming up.” 

Bailey said she agreed with the decision 
to halt the race. 

American Jeanne Golay of Team Saturn 
finished second, leading a pack of nine rid- 
ers at 1 :53:38. Su^ Palmer of Conado fin- 
ished third for Team Brueggers Bagels. 

Overall leader Ediu Pucinskaite -finished 
in that pock in sixth place to hold on to the 
yellow leader’s jers^. .. 

Golay padded her pointt lead by finish- 
ing in the top three for the fourth time in 
five days of racing. -The 1993 champion, 
competing in her record 10th Women's 
Challenge, is third overall, behind Pucin- 
skaite and Palmer. 

“I was feeling pretty good, actually,” 
when she was told the race vpould be cut 
short, Golay said after a session on the 
massage table.
